However, granted that goal 
are not scored so frequently as 
they used to be, and that conse= — 
quently the spectator is not so” 
well satisfied with his footbal 
it may be of interest to analyse ~ 


a view to finding out the reasons 
for the drop in the goal-scoring. 
The first obvious reply, of 
course, is that forwards are not ~ ¥ 
so good as they were—centre fo 
wards especially. This may be 
true. I am not in the best pos 
tion to judge, being a centre £0 
ward myself. And yet, when you 
come to think of it, there are 
other possible explanations of thi 
drop in goal scoring which, my 
friend says, has been so noti¢ 
able in footbaii of the past season ~ 
or two. To my way of thinking, — { 
there cannot be any doubt abou ia 

one important factor—that dete 
sive methods all round have been 
tightened up considerably. 
I have discussed modern ‘foo 
ball with dozens of old player 
and on one point they are practi- 
cally all agreed—that defensive 
play generally is of a higher stan= 
dard than it used to be, not so 
much individually, but in the ¢e 
lective sense. 


For one thing we have, spen 
ing for the clubs as a whole, come 
to think it rather necessary £03 
a full-back to be possessed of co 
siderable speed. In the old da‘ 
this was about the last thir 
asked of a full-back. It folloy 
that the faster the full-backs t 
further can they advance up 
field with safety, and the ear 
nip:the efforts of the opposition 
in the bud. Personally, I thi 


play, in the combined ‘sense, h 
er than it has ever been in 
time. 
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ut there is a factor in this 
p in goal-scoring even greater 
n the better combined play of 
he full-backs, and that factor is 
_ the defensive centre-half. It may 
de that club managers, as a whole, 
think that defence is better than 
attack for the centre-half, sor it 
ay be that by some curious co- 
cidence we have just recently 
urned out a race of centre half- 
acks whose ideas are more de- 
structive than constructive. What- 
ver the cause, there does not 
seem to be any disputing the fact 
_ that the big business of the aver- 
age centre-half in these days is 
to prevent the other fellows from 
getting goals, rather than in help: 
ng his own side to get them. In 
other words the centre-half, in 
whose pocket is the “policy” of 
y team, seems to have decid- 
hat defence comes first and 
tack afterwards. 

It is not for me to individualise 
on this matter. Rather should I 
like the reader to look round for 

imself and try to find say, half 
dozen attacking centre  half- 
backs in the best class of football 
+o day. For every one of this 
pe L guarantee that he will find 
F ven or eight who obviously go 
‘on the field obsessed with the idea 
at their business is to prevent 
the opposing centre-forward from 
seting goals.

AFRICA WANTS AN

Last week I called attention te 
South Africa’s playing standard, 
and suggested that Australia 
should invite a Springbok team to 
tour the Commonwealth and New 
Zealand next season. The F.A. is 
unlikely to send South Africa a 
team. 

But the Africans suggest that 
an Australian team tour Africa. 
Mr. George Vander (formerly of 
Brisbane) sends me the following 
cutting from “The Cape Times’’ 
on the subject: 

“In view of the fact that the 
H.F.A. has sent a Soccer team to 
Australia, we have our doubts 
about the F.A. accepting our in- 
vitation. We do not think the 
H.A. in two successive seasons 
will be prepared to ask clubs to 
release players for oversea tours. 
Maybe in another two seasons 
Hngland may send us a good pro- 
fessional team, and, incidentally, 
in view of our successes in Brit- 
ain last year, I do not think the 
powers that be in Russell Square 
will consent to the trip unless 
they can send a reaily represent- 
ative side. England cannot afford 
to take risks with the Soccer pres- 
tige, and from what transpired in 
Britain last season, I should think 
we are probably the strongest 
Soccer playing country of any of 
the British Dominions. I mean 
from a playing point of view. If 
this English tour cannot take 
place, and really I cannot see clubs 
releasing players two seasons in 
succession, it might not be a bad 
alternative plan to invite an. Aus- 
tralian team over here. 


Far Afield.

And 
the fact that there is nobody to 
remedy his mistakes might prove 
a big worry to a goalkeeper, un- 
less he possessed the right sort of 
temperaments.
